Section A. Section 135.766 as enacted by conference committee substitute for house

substitute for house committee substitute for senate committee substitute for senate bill no.

894, ninetieth general assembly, second regular session, is repealed and one new section

enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as section 135.766, to read as follows:
